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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE? 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH? 


The  College  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  Institution  exclusively 
for  the  Blind.  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British 
Isles  and  the  Colonies.  T  lie  College  is  quite  undenominational  in 
character.  Its  Object  is  to  train  the  Blind  to  earn  thciy  own  living, 
and  to  render  them  independent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as 
it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object  which  the  College  has  succeeded 
and  does  continually  succeed  in  accomplishing,  and  there  are  now 
more  than  six  hundred  and  fifty  former  pupils  not  only  earning 
their  own  living  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

84'4  per  cent,  of  the  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the 
world  as  organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergy¬ 
men,  school  teachers,  governesses,  shorthand  typists,  etc.  Without 
the  College  training  many  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hope¬ 
less,  and  a  permanent  charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is,  therefore, 
an  economic  asset  to  the  community,  and  should  receive  whole¬ 
hearted  and  generous  support. 

Hs  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  very  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good 
work  and  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  imperial 
work  for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis.  You,  therefore, 
who  can  see,  will  you  not  help  the  Blind  and  give  them  the  interior 
light  of  intelligence  and  hope  to  gain  their  livelihood  ? 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a 
College  for  the  sighted.  Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the 
case  of  the  blind  ? 

It  should  ever  be  remembered  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate 
the  Blind  than  to  support  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and 
physical  benefit  which  is  given  to  any  individual  by  training  him 
to  become  a  self-respecting  citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be 
over-estimated.

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PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1 .  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1 873.  A  fuller  and  more  comprehen¬ 
sive  form  of  Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  player-piano  was  commenced 
in  1917.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  have 
exceeded  all  expectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation 
Certificate  unless  able  to  tune  this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training 
according  to  the  British,  American,  Swedish  and  German  systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  “  Son 
and  Stranger  ”  was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people 
in  the  cast.  So  much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in 
Glasgow  paid  the  expenses  of  the  Party  to  give  a  performance 
in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city.  Enough  money  was  raised 
by  this  and  repeat  performances  to  print  the  Cathedral  Psalter  in 
Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value  to  blind 
people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always 
been  annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882.- — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in 
the  world  to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883. — Through  the  liberality 
of  the  late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath,  55  ft.  long,  25  ft.  wide,  and 
from  3  to  6  ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society  was  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five 
boys  were  successful  in  gaining  their  Proficiency  Certificate.  Since 
that  date,  forty-eight  Certificates  and  seventeen  Medallions  have 
been  won. 

6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886. — These 
instruments  enabled  pupils  to  make  their  own  geometrical  figures 
and  were  specially  useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this 
time  attempts  had  been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and 
thread,  but  naturally  with  but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of 
the  Board  of  Education  heartily  congratulated  Mr.  Guy  Campbell 
in  having  introduced  them  into  the  College.  The  National  Institute 
now  manufactures  and  sells  these  exceedingly  useful  articles. 

7.  Cycling  and  Roller  Skating,  1887— Eight-in-hand  and 
twelve-in-hand  cycles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly 
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touring  over  the  roads  of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly 
taken  to  Brighton  and  back,  to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 

Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing 
and  healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the 
tests  of  the  National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been 
frequently  passed. 


8.  Typewriting,  1887  ;  Shorthand,  1898. — Though  type¬ 
writing  and  shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at 
Birmingham,  the  College  was  the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a 
scheme  of  work  which  would  qualify  students  to  earn  a  living  as 
professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 

9.  Training  College,  1895.— The  Board  of  Education 
sanctioned  the  opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the 
training  of  blind  people  to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates 
have  been  employed  as  teachers  at  Birmingham,  Bradford,  Brighton, 
Burmah,  Cardiff,  Ceylon,  Glasgow,  Leeds,  London,  Montreal, 
Newcastle,  Nottingham,  Preston,  Rhyl,  Southsea  and  many  other 
Institutions. 


10.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and 
Royal  College  of  Organists,  1901. — This  was  the  first  year  in 
which  these  examinations  were  undertaken.  To  date,  fifty-eight 
students  and  graduates  of  the  College  have  gained  the  Associateship, 
and  twenty-five  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of  Organists, 
while  forty-one  have  won  the  Licentiate  of  the  Royal  Academy 
of  Music.

Royal  Visit.  The  visit  of  H.R.H.  The  Prince  of  Wales,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  Jubilee  Prize  Festival,  on  9th  July,  was  the  out¬ 
standing  feature  of  the  year  1923.  The  day  will  ever  be  a  memor¬ 
able  one  in  the  annals  of  the  College  to  both  staff  and  pupils,  and 
every  boy  and  girl  realized  that  the  value  of  the  Prize  or  Certificate 
received  was  greatly  enhanced  by  it  having  been  presented  by 
His  Royal  Highness. 

On  arrival  His  Royal  Highness  was  received  by  the  President 
(Lord  Howard  de  Walden)  and  Lady  de  Walden,  Lord  Lamington 
(Chairman),  Viscount  Burnham  (Hon.  Treasurer)  and  Viscountess 
Burnham,  Viscount  Grey  of  Fallodon,  Colonel  and  Mrs.  Frederick 
Campbell,  Sir  Archibald  Hunter  and  Lady  Hunter,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Beddow,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  T.  Drummond,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward 
Taswell  Campbell,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mowatt,  Mr.  Guy  M.  Campbell 
(Principal)  and  Mrs.  Guy  Campbell  (Lady  Superintendent).

Colonel  and  Mrs.  Worledge,  Mrs.  Courtauld,  Captain  S.  B.  B.  Towse, 
V.C.,  and  Mr.  Yoshimoto,  and  several  Japanese  gentlemen  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  blind ;  representatives  of  the  Beckenham, 
Hornsey,  Penge  and  Willesden  Education  Authorities  ;  also  Mr . 
Philip  Layton  (of  Montreal)  and  the  Rev.  William  Jackson  (of 
Burmah) — both  Founders  of  successful  Associations  and  Institutions 
for  the  Blind.  The  Prince  of  Wales  recalled  that  he  had  met  them 
both  on  his  tours. 

After  inspecting  a  Guard  of  Honour,  consisting  of  College 
Scouts  and  Guides,  a  visit  was  made  to  all  departments — Scholastic, 
Physical  (including  Roller-Skating,  Swimming  and  Life-Saving, 
Dancing,  Mass  Exercises,  etc.)  and  Musical.  His  Royal  Highness 
then  took  the  Chair  in  the  marquee  and  addressed  an  audience  of 
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Report  of  Board  of  Governors. 


over  two  thousand  ladies  and  gentlemen  on  the  work  of  the  College 
as  follows  : — 

"  Besides  being  a  great  pleasure  to  me,  I  think  it  is  a  very  happy  co¬ 
incidence  that  my  first  visit  to  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind  should 
be  on  the  same  day  as  the  Jubilee  Festival,  when  we  are  able  to  review  the  fifty 
years  of  wonderful  service  to  those  who  are  deprived  of  the  blessing  of  sight 
that  the  College  training  is  able  to  record. 

"It  is  remarkable  that  over  one  thousand  two  hundred  students  have 
been  received  since  the  foundation  in  1872,  and  I  think  that  the  fact  that 
eighty-four  per  cent,  of  those  who  have  completed  their  training  and  have 
graduated  are  now  earning  their  living  in  various  walks  of  life  (cheers)  ;  that 
fact  cannot  but  be  of  the  greatest  possible  encouragement  to  the  Governors, 
and  the  many  past  and  present  benefactors  of  this  most  deserving  Institution. 
I  have  been  very  much  struck  by  what  I  have  seen  here  this  afternoon.  During 
the  last  few  dayslhave  seen  some  of  the  letters  which  the  Principal  has  received 
from  past  graduates — splendid  testimonies  to  the  value  of  the  College  training. 
They  speak  with  gratitude  of  the  splendid  all-round  education  received  here 
at  Norwood,  of  the  fact  that  that  they  are  able  thereby  to  associate  with  all 
kinds  of  people  on  equal  terms,  of  the  high  ideals  and  examples  that  are  con¬ 
stantly  kept  before  them  by  the  staff,  and  of  the  feeling  of  independence  they 
now  enjoy. (cheers).  There  is  not  time  this  afternoon  to  quote  passages  from 
these  letters  as  I  should  like  to  have  done,  but,  from  the  striking  testimony 
which  they  bear,  I  am  convinced  that  all  who  are  in  a  position  to  do  so  and  who 
have  the  welfare  of  the  blind  at  heart  could  not  help  a  worthier  cause  than  by 
giving  to  the  Royal  Normal  College  (cheers).  We  are  deeply  grateful  for 
past  generosity,  but,  as  everywhere  to-day,  needs  are  urgent  to  enable  the 
Governors  to  stabilize  the  National  work  of  the  College,  and  to  maintain  the 
high  record  of  efficiency  and  invaluable  service  to  which,  in  this  Jubilee  Year, 
the  Board  can  point  with  justifiable  pride. 

"  I  feel  sure  that  Lord  Burnham’s  Appeal  will  meet  with  the  response 
that  it  deserves,  and  that  those  of  you  who  are  visiting  the  College  for  the  first 
time  this  afternoon  will  realize  the  importance  of  the  work  that  it  is  carrying 
out,  and  while  themselves  retaining  the  interest  of  the  College  at  heart,  will 
seek  to  interest  others  in  an  Institution  which  I  most  earnestly  commend  to  you, 
and  which,  in  Lord  Burnham’s  words,  ‘  has  truly  been  a  greater  force  for 
progress  in  the  due  education  and  welfare  of  the  blind  than  any  other  in  the 
world  ’  ”  (cheers.) 

Viscount  Grey,  who  followed  at  the  call  of  His  Royal  Highness,  said  that 
they  had  seen  wonderful  things  that  afternoon.  He  had  seen  before  some  of 
the  results  that  could  be  obtained  in  training  blind  people,  but  every  time  he 
saw  them  they  seemed  to  him  incredible,  or  would  be  incredible  if  one  had  not 
seen  them  accomplished  (cheers).  It  was  quite  right  to  regard  the  misfortune  of 
being  blind  with  sympathy — with  pity,  if  they  liked — but  that  ought  not  to 
be  their  final  thought  about  it.  Though  they  should  give  unstinted  sympathy 
to  what  was  undoubtedly  a  misfortune,  yet  it  was  not  an  irremediable  mis¬ 
fortune  in  the  sense  that  another  life  could  be  developed  for  blind  people,  which 
was  full  of  capacity  and  hope  (cheers).  That  was  the  first  thought  one  carried 
away  from  a  College  such  as  that.  The  record  given  by  His  Royal  Highness 
of  eighty-four  per  cent,  of  the  old  pupils  earning  their  living  in  music,  in 
typewriting,  and  in  some  other  professions  in  competition  with  people  who  had 
sight — he  believed  there  were  even  blind  people  supporting  their  parents — 
meant  that  if  only  the  public  would  see  that  institutions  like  the  Royal 
Normal  College  were  generously  supported,  there  was  a  possibility,  at  least 
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tor  everyone  blinded  in  early  life  to  develop  such  a  training  and  such  a  life  that 
he  need  never  fear  to  be  a  weariness  to  himself  or  a  burden  upon  others 
(cheers). 

One  other  thing  he  would  like  to  say.  Undoubtedly  the  war  did  produce 
a  very  great  outrush  of  sympathy  for  blinded  people.  The  fact  that  men 
who  were  risking  their  lives  for  their  Country  came  back  with  the  inestimable 
gift  of  sight  destroyed  created  a  great  outburst  of  public  sympathy,  and 
St.  Dunstan’s  was  evidence  of  the  generous  way  in  which  that  public  sympathy 
was  expressed.  But  let  them  be  careful  that  that  great  outburst  of  sympathy, 
right  and  natural  as  it  was,  did  not  react  unfavourably  upon  those  institutions 
like  the  Royal  Normal  College,  whose  business  it  was  to  train  civilians  (cheers). 
There  were,  he  believed,  some  two  thousand  men  who  lost  their  sight  in  the 
war.  By  all  means  let  them  be  provided  for  most  generously.  But  it  was 
estimated  that  there  were  forty  thousand  in  civilian  life  who  suffered  under  the 
disability  of  blindness,  and  when  everything  had  been  done  for  them — the 
causes  of  blindness  being  permanent — they  would  be  succeeded  by  another 
forty  thousand.  What  he  would  like  the  public  to  bear  in  mind  was  that  the 
great  and  noble  effort  made  for  blinded  soldiers  should  not  lead  them  to  over¬ 
look  the  necessity  of  encouraging  and  developing  institutions  like  the  Royal 
Normal  College,  which  had  to  deal  with  the  permanent  numbers  of  those  who 
suffered  the  disability  of  blindness. 

They  had  seen  enough  that  afternoon  to  show  that  the  life  of  a  blind 
person,  provided  the  recreational  side  was  developed  as  well  as  the  vocational, 
need  not  be  a  dull  life,  but  that  it  might  be  a  life  which  had  in  it  much  of  the 
interest,  the  amusement  and  healthful  exercise  of  that  of  sighted  people. 
We  were  living  in  an  age  when  more  and  more  the  people  who  had  sight 
depended  on  the  pleasure  of  the  eye — the  cinematograph,  the  picture  news¬ 
papers,  and  so  forth.  These  could  not  be  brought  within  the  reach  of  the 
blind  ;  all  the  more  reason  when  there  was  so  much  that  could  be  brought 
within  their  reach,  that  the  training  and  equipment  of  colleges  like  theirs  should 
be  as  good  as  possible.  A  large  building  and  grounds  did  not  mean  wealth  ; 
the  finest  houses  and  grounds  in  the  country  were  suffering  most  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  the  war — want  of  money.  To  keep  equipment  up  to  date  was 
more  costly  than  before  the  war,  and  as  modern  inventions  increased  more  and 
more  appliances  were  wanted.  They  were  compelled  in  the  teaching  of  music 
at  the  College  to  use  instruments  which  had  been  in  use  too  long.  The  object 
of  teaching  and  training  the  blind  was  one  which  ought  to  have  all  their 
sympathy  ;  further,  the  Royal  Normal  College,  which  had  been  the  pioneer 
in  the  work  and  was  recognized  by  the  Carnegie  Institute,  was  doing  a  unique 
work  and  provided  one  of  the  means  by  which,  most  practicably  and  efficiently, 
people  could  show  their  sympathy  (cheers). — “  Daily  Telegraph,”  10 Ih  July. 

Her  Majesty  Queen  Alexandra  wrote  as  follows  : — 

“  Her  Majesty  Queen  Alexandra  trusts  that  the 
occasion  of  His  Royal  Highness's  visit  will  be  marked  by 
a  generous  response  to  your  appeal,  and  that  the  College 
will  be  enabled  to  carry  on  unchecked  its  national  and 
beneficent  work,  for  which  Her  Majesty  always  will  feel 
the  deepest  sympathy.” 

The  College  as  Pioneer.  The  College  has  led  the  way 
in  providing  Higher  Education  for  blind  girls  as  well  as  boys,  and 
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has  enabled  the  musical  students  to  successfully  compete  with  seeing 
students  for  such  coveted  distinctions  as  Mus.Bac.,  F.R.C.O., 
A.R.C.O.,  L.R.A.M.,  A.R.C.M.,  etc.  The  methods  used  in  teaching 
the  tuning  of  the  pianoforte,  piano-player,  and  harmonium  and 
American  organ,  as  well  as  Braille  shorthand  and  typewriting, 
have  made  it  possible  for  over  six  hundred  and  fifty  blind  students 
to  graduate,  enter  the  open  market  and  win  their  way  to  citizen¬ 
ship  and  financial  success. 

Successes  of  Students.  The  success  of  students  in  passing 
Musical  and  other  Examinations  and  securing  employment  continues 
to  be  very  gratifying.

Friends  and  supporters  all  over  the  country  are  urged  to 
continue  to  press  the  claims  of  qualified,  and  only  qualified,  students 
for  a  trial  as  pianoforte  tuners,  musicians,  school  teachers, 
governesses  and  shorthand  typists. 

Unfortunately,  once  again,  a  note  of  warning  must  be  sounded. 
Unscrupulous  blind  people  are  still  found  claiming  to  be  qualified 
when  they  are  nothing  of  the  kind.  Sometimes  these  people  obtain 
employment,  and  though  they  are  soon  found  out  and  discharged, 
much  harm  to  the  future  employment  of  the  blind  has  been  done. 

To  safeguard  against  misrepresentation,  all  properly  qualified 
students  who  leave  the  College  are  given  a  Certificate  which,  when 
asked  for,  they  should  be  able  to  produce.  All  prospective 
employers  should  know  that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Certificate 
cannot  be  produced,  they  will  receive,  on  writing  to  the  College,  a 
reply  by  return  of  post,  vouching  for  the  statements  of  the  applicant 
if  they  be  true. 

Queen  Alexandra  Rose  Day  Fund.  One  hundred  pounds 
was  again  allocated  to  the  College  from  this  Fund,  and  the  Board  of 
Governors  sincerely  tender  their  very  grateful  thanks  to  the  Queen 
Mother  for  tins  continued  proof  of  practical  interest. 

Sir  Arthur  Pearson  Memorial  Fund.  Last  year  the 
Board  of  Governors  were  greatly  exercised  to  secure  twelve  pianos 
to  make  good  the  wear  and  tear  of  preceding  years  and  enable  the 
students  to  continue  receiving  the  fullest  benefit  from  their  musical 
education  and  training.  Imagine  their  delight  at  receiving  from 
Lady  Pearson  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  the  information  that  the 
sum  of  £500  had  been  allocated  to  the  College  for  this  purpose. 
The  Board  of  Governors  greatly  appreciate  this  most  helpful  and 
generous  gift  and  have  recorded  the  fact  by  placing  a  memorial 
tablet  in  the  Entrance  Hall  of  the  Grosvenor  Building.

The  Board  of  Governors 
are  deeply  indebted  to  the  Trustees  for  the  continuance  of  Scholar¬ 
ships.  During  the  year  fifteen  boys  and  seven  girls  sat  for  the 
Scholarship  Examination,  of  whom  twelve  boys  and  six  girls  were 
successful. 

National  Institute  for  the  Blind.  The  Institute  assisted 
three  girls  with  grants,  a  practical  help  greatly  valued  by  both  the 
recipients  and  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Masonic  Help.  The  following  Lodges  :  Anima  and  Croydon 
Lodge  of  Concord  sent  donations  totalling  £12  7s.  Od. 

At  the  present  moment,  twenty-one  boys  and  girls,  children  of 
Masons,  are  being  educated  at  the  College.  If  this  were  better  known, 
the  Board  of  Governors  believe  other  Lodges  would  follow  this 
excellent  example,  and  grant  a  sum  of  at  least  ten  shillings  a  year  as 
an  annual  subscription.  Small  regular  annual  subscriptions  are 
better  than  occasional  large  contributions. 

Organ  Recitals.  Senior  Organ  Students  gave  successful 
Recitals  at  St.  Dunstan’s,  Fleet  Street ;  St.  Mary  Magdalene’s, 
Peckham  ;  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  ;  and  All  Souls’, 
Langham  Place. 

Concerts,  Etc.  Mr.  Buckland  and  the  Crystal  Palace 
Authorities  again  most  kindly  provided  facilities  for  the  pupils  to 
attend  the  Good  Friday  Concert,  Haydn’s  “  Creation  ”  and  all  the 
performances  of  the  Handel  Festival,  while  the  leading  concert 
managers  generously  sent  tickets  for  performances  at  the  Albert, 
Queen’s,  Aeolian  and  Wigmore  Halls. 

The  Upper  Norwood  “  Nine  o’Clocks  ”  invited  pupils  to  all 
their  concerts ;  while  the  “  Nondescripts  ”  and  the  Croydon 
Operatic  Society  provided  fifty  seats  each  for  “  Veronique  and 
“  The  Yeomen  of  the  Guard  ”  in  the  case  of  the  former  Society,  and 
“  Carmen  ”  and  “  Mireille  ”  with  the  latter. 

Mr.  Willis  Reade.  Mr.  Reade  organized  nine  concerts 
during  the  year,  the  College  students  provided  the  programmes. 
The  net  result  was  an  addition  of  £90  to  the  College  Funds. 

Wireless.  In  February  a  College  wireless  set  was  installed 
and  during  the  year  opportunities  of  “  listening-in  were  afforded. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  occasions  was  when  the  pupils  listened

to  the  speeches  of  the  Dominion  Premiers  at  the  Royal  Colonial 
Dinner  in  October. 

Broadcasting.  A  select  choir  gave  two  very  successful 
half-hour  concerts  from  the  central  headquarters  of  the  Broadcasting 
Company,  Savoy  Hill,  in  May  and  June. 

Visitors.  Among  the  many  who  visited  the  College  from  all 
parts  of  the  Country  there  were  also  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Giger,  Switzerland  ; 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cash,  Australia ;  Mr.  Harold  Greenwood,  South 
Africa  ;  Professor  Moiri,  Mr.  Yoshimoto  and  numerous  other  friends 
from  Japan  ;  a  considerable  party  of  students  from  the  Borough 
Training  College,  Isleworth  ;  and  the  Highgate  Life  Buoys,  London. 

British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  Leonard  Paynter 
and  Sidney  Wells,  aged  respectively  eleven  and  twelve  years, 
attended  the  Annual  Birthday  Celebration  of  the  above  Society  at 
the  Guildhall  and  read  portions  of  Scripture.  The  Lord  Mayor 
accompanied  by  the  Lady  Mayoress  and  Sheriffs  in  full  state, 
presided,  and  complimented  both  boys  very  highly  on  their  excellent 
reading — an  opinion  most  heartily  endorsed  by  the  large  audience 
present. 

National  Lending  Library  for  the  Blind  Reading 
Competition.  There  were  over  sixty  competitors.  Six  entered 
from  the  College.  Sidney  Wells,  who  read  at  the  Guildhall,  gained 
first  prize  for  his  class  ;  Lance  Gibson  was  second  ;  while  Marjorie 
Brand  and  Florence  Easter  received  consolation  prizes. 

St.  John  Ambulance.  First-Aid  and  Nursing  Classes  were 
continued  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Douglas,  and  in  April  six  girls 
and  one  member  of  the  Staff  successfully  passed  the  Nursing 
Examination — Maureen  Macaulay  gaining  the  Medal  of  the 
Association. 

Life  Saving.  Four  pupils  gained  the  Proficiency  Certificate 
of  the  Royal  Life-Saving  Society,  bringing  the  total  of  Certificates 
up  to  date  to  forty-eight,  in  addition  to  seventeen  Medallions. 

Gardening.  The  College  has  always  had  gardening  for  the 
junior  boys  and  girls,  but  only  as  a  recreation.  In  April  the  matter 
was  taken  up  seriously. 

Three  classes  for  pupils  under  sixteen  ;  one  for  girls  with  fifteen 
pupils  ;  one  for  primary  boys  with  ten  ;  and  one  for  junior  boys 
with  eleven  pupils  were  placed  under  the  direction  and  instruction  of 
Miss  Arthurton  of  the  Guild  of  Blind  Gardeners. 

The  girls  have  studied  elementary  flower  cultivation,  as  well 
as  the  functions  of  plants  ;  have  grown  radishes,  lettuce,  mustard 
and  cress  and  tomatoes. 
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The  primary  class  of  boys  has  also  been  taught  elementary- 
garden  operations,  viz.  :  weeding,  keeping  the  garden  tidy,  sowing 
seeds  of  such  vegetables  as  beans  and  peas,  as  well  as  flower  seeds, 
the  planting  of  potatoes,  hoeing  and  staking. 

The  junior  class  for  boys  has,  in  addition,  received  instruction 
in  the  cultivation  of  the  soil,  such  as  simple  digging,  watering, 
raking,  preparation  of  seed  beds,  transplanting,  thinning,  staking, 
earthing  ;  the  cultivation  of  vegetables  suitable  for  growing  in  an 
allotment  or  small  garden.  Besides  the  vegetables  already  spoken 
of,  the  older  boys  have  grown  green  peas,  French  and  runner  beans, 
endive,  turnips,  onions  and  cabbage. 

Samples  of  these  boys’  potatoes,  turnips  and  runner  beans  were 
exhibited  at  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society’s  Show  on  the  10th 
of  September,  when  a  Bronze  Knightian  Medal  was  presented  to  the 
Guild  of  Blind  Gardeners.  We  were  informed  that  what  was  shown 
by  our  boys  distinctly  helped  towards  winning  the  Medal. 

All  the  children  are  most  interested  in  their  classes  and  we 
have  no  hesitation  in  heartily  approving  the  way  in  which  the 
Teachers  from  the  Guild  carry  on  their  instruction.  There  has  been 
a  quickening  of  observation,  increased  interest  in  learning  about 
flowers  and  vegetables,  and  the  acquiring  of  greater  care  and 
tidiness. 

Girl  Guides  and  Brownies.  Miss  Mary  Blomfield,  Captain, 
reports  as  follows  : 

“  The  year  has  been  a  happy  and  busy  one  for  the  Company.  There  are 
now  twenty-seven  Guides  divided  into  four  Patrols,  and  there  is  keen  com¬ 
petition  amongst  them.  Three  have  passed  their  Second  Class  and  thirty-five 
Proficiency  Badges  have  been  won — the  latter  include  Ambulance,  Sick  Nurse, 
Domestic  Service,  etc. 

"  There  have  been  several  promotions  during  the  year.  Kate  Gessey 
is  now  Brown  Owl,  and  Phyllis  Humphreys  and  Hilda  Sage  are  now  Patrol 
Leaders.  In  the  competition  for  the  Dulwich  District  Cup  we  took  fourth 
place  and  were  highly  commended.  The  competition  was  for  the  method 
of  running  the  weekly  parade,  and  for  the  general  tone  of  the  Company. 
July  9th  was  a  red-letter  day  in  the  Company’s  history,  when  we  were  allowed 
to  form  part  of  the  Guard  of  Honour  on  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the  Prince 
of  Wales. 

-  September  found  us  as  hard  at  work  as  ever — first  came  the  joint  enter¬ 
tainment  with  the  3rd  Upper  Norwood  Company,  and  then  our  own  enter- 
tainment,  when  we  were  very  pleased  to  have  our  District  Commissioner  with 
us.  This  latter  event  brought  a  busy  but  very  jolly  year  to  a  close,  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  as  happy  a  time  in  1924. 

■■  At  the  beginning  of  1923  the  Pack  consisted  of  sevenBrownies,  but  during 
the  vear  one  has  been  promoted  to  a  Guide,  and  two  new  ones  have  joined  us, 
so  at  the  end  of  the  vear  we  numbered  eight.  Joan  Hewlett  is  Pixie  Sixer  and 
Margie  Brand  Fairy  Sixer  ;  there  is  keen  competition  between  the  sixes,  but 
so  far  the  Fairies  har  e  won. 
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"  In  March  we  started  a  Magazine  called  ‘Our  Fairies  and  Pixies  Magazine,' 
and  a  few  copies  were  distributed  amongst  parents  and  friends.  The  second 
number  of  this  Magazine  appeared  in  October  and  was  much  larger  than  our 
first  attempt — each  Brownie  having  contributed  something. 

"  During  the  year  some  of  us  have  been  working  very  hard  for  the  1st 
Class  test,  and  three  have  passed  several  parts  of  it  and  hope  to  be  soon  fully 
fledged  1st  Class  Brownies. 

“  December  brought  us  some  lovely  surprises.  At  our  entertainment  the 
Commissioner  presented  us  with  a  lovely  Totem  from  Father  Christmas,  and  at 
our  last  meeting  we  found  a  beautiful  Brown  Owl  to  sit  on  the  top  of  the  Totem, 
from  the  other  Brownie  Packs  in  the  Dulwich  District.” 

I 

Scouts.  Our  Scout  Master,  Mr.  W.  J.  Merridan,  states  that 

“  The  general  work  of  the  Troop,  such  as  signalling,  first-aid,  knot  tying 
and  compass  work,  has  been  regularly  carried  on  during  our  evening  parades 
while  the  Wednesday  afternoons  have  been  mainly  devoted  to  outdoor 
practices,  such  as  fire  lighting,  tent  pitching,  tracking,  dispatch  running  and 
other  games. 

“  This  year  a  special  feature  has  been  made  of  bridge  building,  a  type 
known  as  the  '  Malvern  ’  bridge,  constructed  of  scout  staves,  having  been 
adopted.  The  bridge  is  in  five  ‘  panels,’  and  forty-eight  staves  are  used. 
Each  boy  in  the  bridging  team  has  to  know  perfectly  how  to  make  square 
lashing,  diagonal  lashing,  clove  hitch  and  timber  hitch.  The  entire  bridge, 
25  feet  in  length,  is  built  up  by  the  boys  in  from  ten  to  fifteen  minutes. 

“  Several  Scouts  have  succeeded  in  passing  the  proficiency  test  for  the 
Gardeners’  Badge,  while  a  special  class  is  being  held  for  those  desirous  of  taking 
the  test  for  the  Electricians’  Badge.  A  social  evening  was  held  at  the  end  of 
the  Christmas  term,  and  was  much  enjoyed  by  all  the  Scouts  who  took  part.” 

Memorial  and  Special  Prizes.  The  Board  of  Governors  are 
much  gratified  at  the  continuance  of  these  special  Prizes,  which  are 
a  real  incentive  to  the  pupils,  viz.  : 

*The  “  Alfred  Hollins  ”  Annual  Organ  Prize,  awarded  to  the 
student  who  presents  the  largest  repertoire  of  pieces  for  the  Organ, 
any  of  which  can  be  played  when  called  for. 

*The  “  Philip  Layton  ”  Tuning  Prize  for  excellence  in  Tuning, 
Repairing  and  Construction. 

*Annual  Prize  for  Neatness  and  Tidiness  among  the  girls,  from 
Mrs.  M.  Wood. 

Prize  for  Reading  from  Miss  Beatrice  Darbyshire. 

Annual  Prize  for  the  best  Essay,  from  Walter  Dixson,  Esq.,  of 
Oxford.  The  subject  this  year  was  “  My  Favourite  Character  in 
History,”  and  was  won  by  Gwendolen  Ashton,  who  chose  “  Oliver 
Cromwell.” 

There  is  also  the  "  George  Thomas  Rose  ”  Annual  Memorial 
Fund,  awarded  for  the  best  progress  in  Music ;  and 

The  “  Francis  Joseph  Campbell  ”  Memorial  Fund,  founded  by 
Lady  Campbell  in  1922  to  assist  Girl  Graduates  when  leaving.

Conclusion  Though  the  expectation  that  the  Jubilee  Appeal 
would  enable  the  College  to  secure  the  £75,000,  so  needful  as  capital, 
to  stabilize  its  national  and  imperial  work,  has  not  yet  been  attained’ 
the  Board  wish  to  place  emphatically  on  record  their  most  gratefui 
thanks  to  all  old  and  new  friends  who  have  come  forward,  and 
specially  to  the  anonymous  donor  in  the  North  of  England  who’gave 
so  munificent  a  sum  as  £5,000  as  a  start  for  this  goal — surely  not  an 
unreasonable  one,  when  it  is  realized  that  eighty-four  per  cent,  of  the 
six  hundred  and  fifty  students,  who  have  completed  their  training 
and  graduated,  are  now  useful  citizens  earning  from  25s.  per  week  to 
£5  and  more  ;  and  often,  not  only  supporting  their  own  families, 
but  helping  aged  parents. 

College  graduates  have  carried  the  torch  lighted  by  Sir  Francis 
Campbell  (one  of  the  Founders  and  the  first  Principal  of  the  College 
from  its  inception  in  1872  till  his  resignation  in  1912)  to  all  parts  of 
the  Empire.  Witness  the  Institution  in  Montreal — due  to  Mr. 
Philip  Layton  ;  the  Institution  in  Burmah — brought  to  fruition  in 
spite  of  all  obstacles  by  the  Rev.  William  Jackson  ;  the  work  of 
Mr.  Harry  Greenwood  in  South  Africa  ;  of  Messrs.  Harrison  and 
Wellbelove  in  China  ;  and,  till  the  Great  War,  the  successful  school 
in  Armenia  for  Blind  Girls — founded  and  carried  on  by  Mary 
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Harootunean  ;  the  Institution  in  Calcutta — under  Mr.  Shah,  who 
came  and  studied  at  Norwood  ;  the  work  for  the  Blind  in  Japan, 
as  the  following  letter  which  appeared  in  last  year’s  Report  shows  : — 

"  I  am  back  again  in  this  country,  and  I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
to  you  that  some  of  my  friends  whom  I  took  to  your  College  years  ago  are  now 
doing  some  good  work  for  the  Blind  in  Japan.  One  of  them,  who  is  now 
Secretary  to  the  Royal  Household  in  Japan,  is  also  starting  to  do  valuable 
service  for  our  common  Cause,  not  to  mention  others  who  have  already 
contributed  much  for  the  welfare  of  the  Blind  over  there.  Our  Tokyo  Blind 
School — our  largest  and  best  school  for  the  Blind — which  now  compares 
favourably  with  leading  Blind  Schools  in  other  countries,  owes  more  to  your 
splendid  example  than  to  anything  else.” 

These  facts  prove  that  the  College  has  done  inestimable  work 
for  the  Kingdom  of  the  Blind. 

Experts  and  Teachers  from  Russia,  Norway,  France  and  Italy 
have  also  come  to  study  our  methods  and  been  heartily  w'elcomed 
and  encouraged,  for  all  nations  are  interested  in  the  Cause  of  the 
Blind,  and  Brotherhood  will  prove  to  be  the  keynote  to  success. 

Is  not  such  a  College  with  such  a  record  worthy  of  support 
and  recognition  from  the  British  Public  ? 

It  is  cheaper  to  educate  than  pauperize  ;  but  lack  of  means  is  at 
all  times  a  serious  clogging  of  the  wheels  of  progress. 

As  Barrie  well  says  : 

"  Those  who  bring  sunshine  into  the  lives  of  others 

cannot  keep  it  from  themselves.” 

Will  you  whose  eyes  enable  you  to  read  this  Report  remember 
this  and  help  us  to  the  best  of  your  ability  ?
